ALABAMA.

Montgomery, First: The past week
marks the third anniversary of the
present pastorate. During the three
years we have received into the church
642 new members; the enrollment of
the Sunday-school in all departments
has increased from 457 to 934, in-
cluding the chapel schools: four new
elders and sixteen new deacons have
been ordained and installed into
office; a new chapel has been built
and paid for, w hich comfortably cares
for the growing work in North Mont-
gomery; East Point chapel has been
organized; a down-town office for the
pastor, with a church secretary in
charge, has been maintained; a
monthly magazine dealing with the
activities of the church has been regu-
larly published; five new societies
have been organized, and the Wo-
man's Auxiliary, whlcl; includes every
woman in the church, has been form-
ed; the Highland Park Presbyterian
church has become affiliated with our
church, and the ‘church helps to sup-
port an assistant minister in charge
here, and who labors in Westminster
chapel; hundreds of visits have been
made by the pastor, elders and mem-
bers of the church, and all have been
helpful; many have been interested
in the church and its life for the first
time; approximately $55,000 has been
contributed during the three years.
A campaign for a new Sunday-school
building has been launched angd is be-
ing vigorously carried on now.

ARKANSAS,

Preshytery Home Missions: At the
recent fall meeting of Arkansas Pres-
bytery, the Rev. Anton VerHulst, of
Jonesboro, was elected chairman of
the committee, to take the place of
Rev. E. L. Wilson. An interesting dis-
cussion of the Home Mission work
of the Presbytery was held at Pres-
bytery. According to the minutes of
the last General Assembly, there was
a net increase of over 21 per cent in
the membership of the churches of
this Presbytery.
